Individual  Dorm  Telephones  to  be  Removed 


Campus  Editor’s  Note:  The  following  is 
..  letter  received  Monday  from  Fred  A. 
Schwendiman,  director  of  student  Hous- 
ing, explaining  the  current  decision  to 
discontinue  University-provided  on-cam- 
pus telephones. 

OPEN  LETTER  To. All  Students 

Our  campus  residence  halls  pro- 
vide more  service  for  less  money 
than  most  universities  of  a com- 
parable size.  One  of  the  accom- 
modations to  students  residing  in 
BYU  residence  halls  was  the  use 
of  a room  or  apartment  telephone 
without  extra  charge. 

Most  universities  do  not  pro- 
vide individual  room  telephone 
service,  but  require  that  students 
use  pay  phones  located  in  com- 
mon areas  serving  from  20-40 
students. 

THE  TELEPHONE  service  now 
provided  in  residence  halls  thro- 
ugh the  University  switchboard 
is  charged  to  Housing  at  com- 
mercial rates.  For  several-  years, 
we  have  been  working  with  the 
Telephone  Company  to  bring 
campus  telephone  rates  closer  to 
the  lower  cost  students  pay  in 
the  community. 


American  Space  Effort 
^)iscussed  by  Scientist 


“The  United  States  won’t  put 
n on  the  moon  in  this  decade, 
■^?icAuse  of  the  many  complicated 
ctors  and  hazards  to  be  over- 
me,”  Dr.  Armand  N.  Spitz, 
ace  scientist  said  at  Monday’s 


4DR.  spitz,  responsible  for 
:hniques  used  in  Operation 
oonwatch  and  the  development 
- Spitz  Planetariums  said  Amer- 
lldoesn’t  lack  money  for  this 
-^oject,  but  qualified  scientists 
d technicians. 

He  decried  the  psychological 
^sure  put  on  space  scientists 
jproduce  successful  space  spec- 
2ulars  against  a deadline.  He 
rted  that  the  nation  needs  a 
5re  sane  attitude  toward  the 
oblems  involved  in  space,  real- 
ng  each  space  shot  is  a scien- 
'■4ic  experiment,  and  there  is  no 
-Tiarantee  of  success. 


AFTER  WITNESSING  an  un- 
successful launching  of  a Ranger 
moon  space  shot  several  months 
ago,  he  described  the  disappoint- 
ment attending  this  launching, 
but  said  we  must  be  prepared  to 
accept  a possible  occasional  fail- 
ure, and  even  the  death  of  a 
spaceman. 

He  lauded  the  American  space 
policy  of  opening  space  shots  to 
the  public,  but  is  worried  about 
the  decline  in  American  scientific 
and  engineering  graduates,  even 
in  the  face  of  the  Soviet  Sputniks. 

He  warned  that  America  must 
not  let  evil  forces  control  its  cap- 
abilities, as  they  may  be  doing 
in  some  parts  of  the  world.  He 
said  that  Americans  must  realize 
that  there  is  a unity  between 
mans  mind  and  spirit. 


An  individual  student  can  ob- 
tain a telephone  directly  from  the 
Telephone  Company  at  base  rates 
much  less  than  those  charged  the 
University. 

The  University  costs  for  tele- 
phone expense  (mostly  two-par- 
ty service)  plus  operators’  wages 
have  averaged  $6.70  to  as  high  as 
$7.40  per  instrument  per  month. 
Residence  or  home  base  tele- 
phone rates  in  the  Provo  com- 
munity can  be  obtained  for  $4.10 
for  two-party  service  or  $5.25  for 
one-party  service  per  month. 

IN  VIEW  of  these  costs,  the 
decision  was  made  that  com- 
mencing with  our  fall  semester, 
the  responsibility  of  obtaining 
telephone  service  will  rest  with 
the  individual  students. 

The  University  will  not  plan 


any  longer  to  provide  telephone 
service  as  a part  of  the  regular 
campus  housing  agreement. 

Because  of  this  change,  it  will 
not  be  necessary  to  increase  cam- 
pus housing  rates  next  year. 
True,  the  students  with  phones 
will  need  to  pay  the  cost  of  tele- 
phones in  addition  to  their  cam- 
pus housing  rates.  The  fact  re- 
mains that  they  will  be  able  to 
obtain  phones  at  less  than  it  has 
cost  the  University  in  the  past  or 
they  may  choose  to  eliminate  the 
expense  altogether. 

THE  HOUSING  Administra- 
tion will  work  with  telephone  of- 
ficials to  provide  easy  sign-ups 
for  telephone  service  on  campus. 
The  University  will  permit  the 
Telephone  Company  the  ease  of 
installation  and  operation  of  their 


services  through  this  new  and  di- 
rect means. 

Students  will  be  interested  to 
know  that  for  the  last  four  years, 
the  telephone  bill  for  our  resi- 
dence halls  has  averaged  $78,000 
for  the  academic  year. 

We  trust  that  students  will 
recognize  the  need  for  this  de- 
cision and  understand  that  it  is 
in  their  interest,  for  it  is  the  de- 
sire of  the  Housing  Administra- 
tion to  maintain  the  best  in  cam- 
pus services  at  the  most  reason- 
able costs. 

The  Housing  staff  will  be  pleas- 
ed to  answer  any  questions  or 
confer  on  any  problems  which 
students  may  wish  to  bring  to 
our  attention.
